The Government's. case 
against Adolph C. (Andy) 
Burger, wealthy automobile 
dealer, was expected to go to 


a jury today in United States 
District Court. Burger is ac- 
cused of filing false income 
tax returns for Andy Burger 
Motors in two years through 
omission of money colletted 
above the invoice price of auto- 
mobiles. 


The defense rested its case 


yesterday following testimony 
given by Burger and three 
character witnesses. Judge 


George H. Moore permitted the 
defense also to read testimony 
given at the trial of Carlisle 
Cooper in October 1955. The 
testimony had been given by 
Foster Murdock, an accountant 
for Andy Burger Motors, who 
now is dead. 


His testimony had been that 
he prepared income tax state- 
ments for Burger's firm from 
Company records in 1946 and 
1947. In the 1955 trial, Cooper, 
former manager of Andy Bur- 
ger Motors, was convicted of 
perjury 

On the witness stand in his 
own behalf vesterday, Burger 
denied that he instructed 
subordinates to collect more 
than invoice price for hard-to- 
get automobiles 

Cooper and M. Ray Crocker, 
also a former automobile 
agency manager, had testified 
for the Government that Bur- 
ger set a policy of “over- 
invoice collections” in cash in 
1946 and continued the col- 
lections until 1948 

In answer to a question, 
Burger testified he had not 
leaned of the practice of over- 
invoice collections until an Jn- 
ternal Revenue agent “told me 
about it in 1949.”

ger were Arthur A. Blumeyer, 
president of the Bank of St. 
Louis and General Contract 
Corp.; Clark C. Bland, an in- 
surance man, and Walter A.

4, INTRODUCTION TO OUTER 
SPACE, AN EXPLANATORY | 
STATEMENT PREPARED BY 
|THE PRESIDENT’S SCIENCE 
| ADVISORY COMMITTEE. 


What are the principal rea- 


sons for undertaking a national 


space program? What can we 
expect to gain from _ space | 
science and exploration? What 
are the scientific laws and facts 
and the technological means 
which it would be helpful to 


know and understand in reach- 


ing sound policy decisions for 
a United States space program 
and its management by the 
Federal Government? This 
statement seeks to provide 


brief and introductory answers 


to these questions. 

It, is useful to distinguish 
among four factors which give 
importance, urgency, and in- 
evitability to the advancement 
of space technology. 

The first of these factors 
is the compelling urge of 

man to explore and to dis- 
cover, the thrust of curiosity 
that leads men to try to go 
where no one has gone be- 
fore. Most of the surface of 
the earth has now been ex- 
plored and men now turn to 
the exploration of outer space 
as their next objective. 

Second, there is the de- 
fense objective for the de- 
velopment of space technol- 
ogy. We wish to be sure that 
space is not used to endan-

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ger our security. If space is 
to be used for military pur- 
poses, we must be prepared 
to use space to defend our- 
selves. 

Third, there is the factor 
of national prestige. To be 
strong and bold in space 
technology will enhance the 
prestige of the United States 
among the peoples of the 
world and create added con- 
fidence in our _ scientific, 
technological, industrial, and 
military strength. 

Fourth, space technology 
affords new opportunities 
for scientific observation and 
experiment which will add to 
our knowledge and under- 
standing of the earth, the 
solar system, and the uni- 
verse. 

The. determination of what 
our space program should be 


must take into consideration 
all four of these objectives. 
While this statement deals 


mainly with the use of space 
for scientific inquiry, we fully 
recognize the importance of 
the other three objectives 

In fact it has been the mili- 
tary quest for ultra long-range 
rockets that has provided man 
with new machinery so power- 
ful that it can readily put sat- 
ellites in orbit, and, before 
long, send instruments out to 
explore the moon and nearby 
planets. In this way, what was 
at first a purely military en- 
terprise has opened up an ex- 
citing era of exploration that 
few men, even a decade ago, 
dreamed would come in this 
century. 

WHY SATELLITES STAY UP. 

The basic laws governing 
satellites and space flight are 
fascinating in their own right. 
And while they have been well 
known to scientists ever since 
Newton, they may still seem a 
little puzzling and unreal to 
' many of us. Our children, how- 
ever, will understand them 
quite wel’. 

We all know that the hard- 
er you throw a stone the far- 
ther it will travel before falling 
to earth. If you could imagine 
your strength so fantastically 
multiplied that you could throw 
a stone at a speed of 15,000 
/m.p.h:, it would travel a great 
distance. It would, in fact, eas- 
‘ily cross the Atlantic ocean 


before the earth's gravity 


pulled it down. Now imagine 
being able to throw the stone 
_just a little faster, say about 
| 18.000 m.p.h., what would hap- 
pen then” 

The stone would again 
eross the ocean, but this time 
it would travel much farther 
than it did before. It would 
travel so far that it would 


pressed in pounds of force. The 
rocket gets its thrust or push 
by exhausting material back- 
ward It is this thrust that 
lifts the rocket off the earth 
and accelerates it, making it 
move faster and faster, 


As everyone knows, it Is 
more difficult to accelerate an | 
automobile than a baby car- | 
riage. To place satellites weigh- 
ing 1000 to 2000 pounds in or- 
bit requires a first-stage rocket | 
engine, or engines, having a 
thrust in the neighborhood of 
200,000 to 400,000 pounds. 
Rocket engines able to supply 
this thrust have been under de- 
velopment for some time. For 
launching a satellite, or other | 
space vehicle, the rocket engi- 
neer divides his rockets into 
two, three, or more stages, 
which can be dropped one aft- 
er the other in flight, thus re- 


ducing the ‘total weight that 
must be accelerated into the fi- 
nal velocity desired. (In other 
words, it is a great waste of 
energy to lift one huge fuel 
tank into orbit when the tank 
can be divided into smaller 


tanks—each packaged in its 
own stage with its own rocket 
motor—that can be left behind 
as they become empty.) 

To launch some of the 
present satellites has re- 
quired rockets weighing up 
to 1000 times the weight of 
the satellite itself... But it 
will be possible to reduce 
takeoff weights until they 
are only 50 to 100 times that 
of the satellite. The rocket’s 
high ratio of gross weight to 
payload follows from a fun- 
damental limitation in the 
exhaust velocities that can be 
achieved by chemical pro- 
pellants. 


If we want to send up not a 
satellite but a device that will 
reach ‘the moon, we need a 
larger rocket relative to its 
payload in order that the final 
stage can be accelerated to 
about 25,000 miles per hour. 
This speed, called the “escape 
velocity,” is the speed with 
which a _ projectile must be 
thrown to escape altogether 
from the gravitational pull of 
the earth. If a rocket fired at 
the moon is to use as little fuel 
as possible, it must attain the 
escape velocity very near the 
beginning of its trip. After this 
peak speed is reached, the 
rocket will be gradually slowed 
down by the .earth’s pull, but 
it will still move fast enough 
to reach the moon in two or 
three days 

THE MOON AS A GOAL. 


Moon exploration will in- 
volve three distinct levels of 
difficulty. The first would be 


a simple shot at the moon, end- 
ing either in a “hard” landing 


or a circling of the moon. Next 
in difficulty would be a “soft” 
landing. And most difficult of 
all would be a “soft” landing 


followed by a safe return to 
earth. 

The payload for a _ simple 
moon shot might be a small in- 
strument carrier similar to a 
satellite. For the more difficult 
“soft” landing, the carrier 
would have to include, as part 
of its payload, “retro-rocket” 
(a decelerating rocket) to pro- 
ee Neoking action, since the 
moon Flas no atmosphere that 
/could serve as a cushion. 


To carry out the most diffi- 
cult feat, a round trip to the 
moon, will require that the 
initial payload include not only 
“retro-rockets” but rockets to 
take off again from the moon. 
Equipment will also be required 
aboard to get the payload 
through the atmosphere and 
safely back to earth. To land 
a man on the moon and get 
him home safely again will re- 
quire a very big rocket engine 
indeed—one with a thrust in 
the neighborhood of one or two 
million pounds.

Scientific research, of 
course, has never been 
amenable to rigorous cost 
accounting in advance. Nor, 
for that matter, has explora-: 
tion of any sort. But if we 
have learned one lesson, it is 
that research and exploration 
have a remarkable way of 
paying off — quite apart” 
from the fact that they dem- 
onstrate that man is alive 
and insatiably curious. And 
we all feel richer for knaw- 
ing what explorers and sci- 
entists have learned about 
the universe in which we 
live. 

It is in these terms that Wé 
measure the value af 


‘launching satellites and send- 


ing rockets into space. These 
ventures may have practical 
utility, some of which will be 
noted later. But the scientific 
quéstions come first. 
THE VIEW FROM A SATEL- 
LITE 

Here are some of the things 
that scientists say can be done 
with the new satellites and oth- 


er space mechanisms. A satel- 
lite in orbit can do three 
things: (1) It can sample the 


strange new environment 
through which it moves; (2) it 
look down and .see the 
earth as it has never been seen 
before: and (3) it can look out 
into the universe and record in 
formation that can never reach 
the earth’s surface because ‘of 


the intervening atmosphere. 


The satellite’s immediate en» 
vironment at the edge of space 
is empty only by earthly stan- 
dards. Actually, “empty” space 
is rich in energy, radiation, 
and fast-moving particles of 
great variety. Here we will be 
exploring the active medium, 
a kind of electrified plasma, 
dominated by the sun, through 
which our earth moves. Scien, 
tists have indirect evidence 
that there are vast systems of 


magnetic fields and electric 
currents that are connected 
somehow with the outward 


flow of charged material from 
the sun. These fields and cur- 
rents the satellites will be 
able to measure for the first 
time. Also for the first time, 
the satellites will give us a 
detailed three-dimensional pic- 
ture of the earth's gravity and 
its magnetic field. 

Physicists are anxious to run 
one crucial and fairly simple 
gravity experiment as soon as 
possible. This experiment will 


test an important prediction 
made by Einstein’s general 
theory of relativity, namely, 


that a clock will run faster as 
the gravitational field around 
it is reduced. If one of the 
fantastically accurate clocks, 
using atomic frequencies, were 
placed in a satellite and should 
run faster than its counterpart 
on earth, another of Einstein's 
great and daring predictions 
would be confirmed. (This is 
not the same as the prediction 
that any moving clock will ap- 
pear to a stationary observer 
to lose time—a prediction that 
physicists already regard as 
well confirmed.) 

There are also some special 
questions about cosmic 
which can be settled only by 
detecting the rays before they 
shatter themselves against the 
earth's atmosphere. And, of 
course, animals carried in sat~- 
ellites will begin to answer the 
question: what is the effect of. 
weightlessness on physiological. 
and psychological functioms?, 
(Gravity is not felt inside a 
satellite because the earth's 
pull is precisely balanced by 
centrifugal force. This is- just 
another way of saying. that 
bodies inside a satellite behave 
exactly as they would inside a 
freely falling elevator.)

It is not generally appreciat- 
ed that the earth has to send 
back into space, over the long 
run, exactly as much heat en- 
ergy as it receives from the 
sun. If this were not so the 
earth would either heat up or | 
cool off. But there is an ex- | 
cess of income over outgo in 
the tropical regions, and an ex- 
cess of outgo over income in 
the polar regions. This imbal- 
ance has to be continuously 
rectified by the activity of the 
earth's atmosphere which we 
call weather. 


By looking at the atmosphere | 
from the outside, satellites will 
provide the first real account- 
ing of the energy imbalances, 
and their consequent tensions, 


all around the globe. With the | 
insight gained from _ such 
studies, meteorologists hope 


they may improve long-range 
forecasting of world weather 
trends. 

Finally, there are the satel- 
lites that will look not just 
around or down, but out into 
spaee. Carrying ordinary tele- 
scopes as well as special instru- 
ments for recording X-rays, ul- 
trayiolet, and other radiations, 
these satellites cannot fail to 
reveal new sights forever hid- 
den from observers who are 
bound to the earth. What these 
sights will be, no one can tell. 
But-scientists know that a large 
part, of all stellar radiation lies 
in the ultraviolet region of the 
spectrum, and this is totally 
blocked by the earth’s atmos- 
phere. Also blocked are other 
very long wave lengths of 
“light” of the kind usually re- 
ferred to as radio waves. Some 
of these get through the so- 
called “radio ‘window” in the

MILITARY APPLICATIONS | 
OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY. 
The development of military 
rockets has provided the tech- 
nological bace for space ex- 
ploration.

A GLOSE-UP OF THE MOON. 

While these satellite observa- 
tions are in progress, other 
roekets will be striking out for 
the,moon with other kinds of 
instruments. 
the back or hidden side of the 
moon may prove quite unex- 
citing, or they may reveal 
some spectacular new feature 
now unguessed. Or greater sci- 
entific interest in the question 
whether or not the moon has 
a magnetic field.

While the moon is believed 
to be devoid of life, even the 
simplest and most primitive, 
this cannot be taken for grant- 
ed."Some scientists have sug- 
gested that small particles with 
thé'‘properties of life—germs 
or spores—could exist in space 
and’ could have drifted on to 


the moon. If we are’to test this | 


intriguing hypothesis we must 
be careful not to contaminate 
the moon’s surface, in the bio- 
logical sense, beforehand. 
There are strong scientific rea- 
sons, too, for avoiding radio- 
actiVe contamination of the 
matn until its naturally ac- 
quired radio-activity can be 
measured. 
. AND ON TO MARS 

The nearest planets to Earth 
are, Mars and Venus. We know 
quite enough about Mars to 
suspect that it may support 
some form of life. To land in- 
strument carriers on Mars and 
Vetus will be easier, in one re- 
spect, than achieving a “soft” 
landing on the moon. The rea- 
son:.is that both planets have 
atmospheres that can be used 
to @ishion the final approach.

The reconnaissance capa- 
bilities of a satellite are due, 
of course, to its position high 
above the earth and the fact 
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that fts orbit carries it in a 
predicta way over much 
of the globe. Its disadvantage 
is its necessarily great dis- 
tance, 200 milés ér more, 
from the surface. A highly 
magnifying camera or tele- 
scope is needed to picture 
the earth’s surface in even 
moderate detail. To the hu- 
man eye, from 200 miles 
away , a feotball stadium 
would be a barely distin- 
guishable speck.

Sewer Systems and Floods 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your recent news item about my 
remarks at the conference on 
building codes at St. Louis Uni- 
versity calls for clarification. 

First, in reference to storm 
water sewers for the county, I en- 
deavored to point out that expen- 
ditures for proper facilities will be 
enormous. Also, because of un- 
usual conditions and excessive ex- 
penditures necessary in some areas 
to take care of storm water run- 
off, it may be necessary to forego 
the expense of building storm 
water sewers and to endure some 
flooding conditions that occur 
rather infrequently. 

I did not intend to leave the im- 

ression that it was hopeless to 

uild storm water sewers. 

Second, my reference to the 
River Des Peres Sewer System 
was intended to illustrate the ap- 
plication of a sound principle of 
equity which has not been applied 
consistently and faithfully by the 
Metropolitan Sewef District to two 
ordinances enacted shortly before 
my resignation as trustee. 

In this instance the city spent 
about $11,000,000 to provide a 
sewer system of proper capacity 
for the entire watershed, 75 per 
cent of which is in the county. 

When aréas in the watershed be- 
yond St. Louis constructed sewers 
and connected them to the city 
sewer it was certainly fair and 
equitable that those areas beyond 
the city pay a fair share of the 
extra cost of construction neces- 
sary to carry the added load. This 
sHare of extra construction cost 
has generally been referred to as 
a “connection charge.” 

A more realistic designation 
might be a “deferred capital in- 
vestment participation fee.” Such 
payments to the city, before crea- 
tion of M.S.D., aggregate about a 
million dollars and in no instance 
has a single case reached the 
courts. 

The application of this principle 
of equity is as sound today as it 
ever was and it has been applied 
in one ordinance adopted last year 
by M.S.D. That ordinance pro- 
vides for payment of connection 
charges to a land developer, under 
proper regulations, when he builds 
anew sewer. Another ordinance 
adopted at the same time provides 
that this land developer pay no 
connection charge when he con- 
nects in turn to an existing sewer 
of proper capacity. 

It is my considered opinion that 
a consistent and faithful applica- 
tion of this principle of equity 
would require that there be a con- 
nection charge when the area ben- 
efitted by such a connection had 
paid nothing toward the cost of 
existing sewers to which the con- 
nection is made.

A double disaster. . 

That is what the special session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature has been for the people of 
St. Louis. 

When Missouri’s State Senators and Repre- 
sentatives met in Jefferson City at the call of 
Gov. Blair two needs of this community stood 
out above all others. 

One was for the enactment of home rule 
legislation concerning the city’s earnings tax. 
The other was for adoption of legislation to 
enable the Missouri-Illinois Bi-State Agency to 
market its bonds and to function as it must 
eventually be able to do. 

The earnings tax bill is dead. 

As of now, the Bi-State bill is worse than 
dead. 

Since this is an election year, the voters of 
St. Louis and the adjacent metropolitan area 
on the Missouri side of the river are entitled 
to know just what has happened, just how it 
has happened and just who is responsible. 

Since the fortunes of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county are inevitably bound together, St. 
Louis county legislators should be held ac- 
countable by their constituents just as St. 
Louis city legislators are held accountable 
in their districts in the city. 


The earnings tax legislation, as sponsored 
by Senator Kinney of St. Louis, was entirely 
reasonable. It asked that the present limita- 
tion on the rate of the tax be lifted so the 
people of St. Louis could approve, if they so 
desired, additional revenue, up to four fifths 
of 1 per cent, to meet the city’s impending 
financial peril. 


This reasonable proposal was defeated 
largely through the efforts of two St. Louis 
county Senators—Republicans E. Gary David- 
son of Webster Groves and Hartwell G. Crain 
of Crestwood. Senator Davidson introduced 
the amendment that would have exempted 
persons living outside of St. Louis from pay- 
ing any increase. The Davidson amendment 
turned the proposed bill into a discriminatory 
measure and rendered it unconstitutional. 


As a consequence, after consulting with 
the St. Louis delegation to the Senate, all 
seven of whom voted against the crippling 
Davidson amendment, Mayor Tucker has 
given up hope of any new earnings tax legis- 
lation at the special session. All he can do 
now is to attempt to find some other way to 
come to grips with the fiscal crisis. 


The Bi-State Agency defeat, as it stands 
now, is even worse than the earnings tax de- 
feat because it would destroy the very basis 
of the present Bi-State legislation. 

Here again St. Louis county legislators took

the lead in striking at the welfare of the com- 
munity—in this case also at themselves since 
St. Louis county is in the Bi-State Agency’s 
territory. | 

Representative Samuel B. Murphy, Kirk- 


wood Republican, induced the House to elim- | 


inate the agency’s present condemnation pow- 
ers and to knock out its proposed authority 
to set up and operate warehouses, grain ele- 
vators and other storage facilities. 


Representative Robert W. Copeland, Web- 


ster Groves Republican, sponsored and ob- 
tained ge of an amendment to revoke 
Bi-State’s tax-exempt status. 

Before the Copeland and Murphy amend: 
ments were tacked on, the House Committee 
on Governmental Organizations hobbled the 
Bi-State bill with an amendment eliminating 
the authority of Bi-State to operate off-street 
parking facilities. The sponsor of the amend- 
ment has not been identified, but Represen- 
tative John M. Lavin, St. Louis Democrat and 
a member of the committee, said he would 
fight to kill the bill. 

As has been explained repeatedly, Bi-State 
has expressly denied any desire to operate 
parking facilities. The reference to parking 
facilities was put in the bill on Gov. Blair’s 


‘recommendation that Missouri conform its 


law to the Illinois law so Bi-State could get 
on with its worke 

Now not only is there no conformity but 
Senator Joynt, St. Louis Democrat, and other 
sponsors of the bill will have to work hard 
to keep the present basis for Bi-State from 
being fatally we>kened.

These defeats cannot be blamed on out- 
state legislators, although some outstate leg- 
islators voted to cripple both bills. The main 
responsibility must rest on members from 
the St. Louis area. For the St. Louis area 
sends enough legislators to Jefferson City to 
explain the area’s needs and win support for 
these needs throughout the entire state. 

The area’s 12 Senators are more than a 
third of the entire membership of the Senate, 
34. The 29 House members ought to consti- 
tute a strong body of support for St. Louis 
area legislation among the total membership 
of 157. 

But narrow views and lowered sights have 
divided the St. Louis area membership with 
tragic results. 

If a new demand takes form for a one- 
chamber legislature in which responsibility 
can be readily fixed and on which public 
opinion can readily bear, it will be in part 
because of the double defeat suffered by the 
St. Louis area in the 1958 special session. 

The legislative wreckers are asking for it. 


Minimal But Urgent 


President Eisenhower's new proposal to ex- 
tend the period for unemployment insurance 
benefits by 50 per cent is a “minimum” plan, 
as Democratic critics say. It is also a neces- 
sary minimum and if nothing else is enacted, 
the Administration bill should be. 

Congress now is considering three unem- 
ployment insurance proposals. The Admin- 
istration bill would have the effect of extend- 
ing coverage up to 13 weeks in the case of 
Missouri and most other states which now 
offer 26 weeks’ coverage. A comparable Dem- 
ocratic bill would add 16 weeks of benefits, 
but also would fix the rate of compensation 
at no less than half a worker’s weekly wage. 


In addition, there is the Kennedy-McCarthy 
bill to extend the benefit period by 13 weeks, 
to broaden coverage of workers, and to in- 
crease benefits up to two thirds of the aver- 
age wage paid in a state. 


Both the Administration and House ma- 
jority bills offer temporary programs of a 
year or more. The Kennedy-McCarthy bill, 
however, amounts to a complete revision of 
unemployment insurance standards. The 
sponsors contend that the program first 
adopted in 1935 has not kept pace with in- 
flation, and that benefits no longer come 
close to original goals. 


As a long-range proposition the insurance 
program ought to be overhauled. But the 
immediate problem is that two million un- 
employed are expected to exhaust their bene- 
fits. So the first consideration is to extend 
the benefit period. 


This can be done with either the Admin- 
istration bill or Mills-McCormack bill in the 
House, but there is an important difference 
between them. The Democrats want the Fed- 
eral Government to support the cost. Mr. 
Eisenhower proposes that the states repay 
the Government in four years, either from 
accumulated insurance reserves or from in- 
creased employer taxes. 


If the slump continues longer than antici- 
pated in the White House, the states will cer- 
tainly have trouble repaying the federal loan. 
And a slump is certainly not the best time 
to increase taxes. 


The instant reaction of Missouri's Gov. 
Blair was that he would not ask the Legisla- 
ture to change state law to pay additional 
compensation. He said the idea of more pay- 
ments smacked of a “dole” rather than a 
solution to the slump. The project is not in- 
tended to solve the slump, and, insurance is 
not a dole. Gov. Blair appears to misunder- 
stand both the program and the plight of the 
urban unemployed. 

One way or another, the Federal Govern- 
ment must answer its responsibility for ex- 
tending insurance coverage. Missouri and 
every other state will be obliged to co-oper- 
ate in the effort to help their unemployed. 


Boom Year On for the Parks 


The vacation season has not yet begun but 
already the National Parks are being visited 
in greater numbers than ever before. A re- 
port for January, issued by the Park Serv- 
ice’s director, Conrad I. Wirth, shows that 
1,745,251 people went into the parks in the 
first month of the year for an increase of 
almost 10 per cent over January last year. In 
29 parks the attendance increased almost 20 
per cent. 

This means that the National Park Service 
can expect a great increase this year in the 
total visitors to the American people’s out- 
door playgrounds. Attendance went up 8 
per cent from 55,000,000 in 1956 to 58,300,000 
last year. Now it appears the figure of 80,-

National Parks. When: Congress reviews the 
National Park Service budget it ought to 
keep in mind the additional millions of citi- 
zens who, this spring, summer and fall, will 
be flooding through the gates of Great 
Smoky, Yellowstone, Glacier, Yosemite, 
Crater Lake, Grand Canyon, Shenandoah, 
Everglades, Acadia and the other protected 
areas of our heritage of natural beauty and 
grandeur. 


Not by Numbers 


Although America now has rocketed three 
earth satellites into orbit, as compared to 
Soviet Russia’s two, this cannot be taken to 
mean that we are ahead of Moscow in the 
preliminaries of outer space exploration. 

The Army is of course to be congratulated 
for shooting Explorer III up to join Explorer 
I and the Navy’s Vanguard I. But a compari- 
son with the two Sputniks, one weighing 184 
pounds and the other 1118, has a sobering 
effect. The Explorers are only 31-pound, 80- 
inch tubes. The Vanguard is a three-pound 
sphere. While a comparison of instrumenta- 
tion is impossible, there seems no doubt that 
the Soviet man-made moons, one of which 
carries a dog now dead (the other is down), 
have sent back more information than have 
ours. 


The rockets that launched our satellites 
aloft have nothing like the thrust of the So- 
viet propelling vehicles and thrust is the best 
measure of the effectiveness of a rocket. Sci- 
entists such as the Army’s Dr. Wernher von 
Braun, who have been warning of the more 
rapid progress in Soviet rocketry, have em- 
phasized the importance of thrust. That could 
be the determining factor in the veiled com- 
petition now going on to see which nation 
will first succeed in either hitting the moon 
with a rocket or sending a rocket around the 
moon. 


All three of our satellites are serving a 
double purpose — yielding data on outer 
space and enabling ground observers to ob- 
tain tracking fixes for much mofe exact meas- 
urement and mapping of the earth. The Ex- 
plorers both radio back data on cosmic ray 
intensity, a little understood phenomenon 
which can lead to new worlds of knowledge. 

The Navy plans to send up several more 
satellites this year in connection with the In- 
ternational Geophysical Year. If it is for- 
tunate in its firings, and if the four orbiting 
man-made moons stay up, the sky should 
soon become a kaleidoscopic pattern of inter- 
secting orbits. And the resulting scientific 
knowledge, if properly used, could help in the 
desires of so many peoples for peace on the 
world that lies below.

Making Police Social Workers Is No Help Against Juvenile Delinquency

I believe in kids, policemen, parks 
and picnics. I am for good as op- 
posed to evil. I am for square pegs 
in square holes, and I am thoroughly 
in disagreement with much of what 
passes currently as “fighting juvenile 
delinquency.” With this brief apol- 
ogia I shall proceed to an opinion 
about juvenile anti-social canduct 
that is held by a sizable number of 
my associates in public park work 

and, I am sure, 
by many outsid- 


é ers. 
The Mirror We who defend 


f this opinion are 
oO perhaps as yet 
but a small seg- 
ment of our pro- 
fession but, few 
or many, we be- 
lieve that the increase in juvenile 
crime is due in some measure to 
the confusion in the minds of 
youngsters, not only about universal 
ideas such as right and wrong, but 
also—and this is the specific sub- 
ject matter of this article—about the 
identity, the primary role, the true 
responsibility of the policeman. 

The policeman has a single impor- 
tant function; he is in the last line 
of society’s physical defense against 
internal evil. He is a civilian soldier 
acting alone, just as soldiers are mil- 
itary policemen acting in unison. 

If today’s young people seem to 
be confused about the large realities, 
they can only become further con- 
fused when the visible personal sym- 
pols of society's defense against evil 
are camouflaged as “buddies” or 
“pals.” 

They are presented with a fuzzy 
picture of the policeman as a jolly, 
fun-loving elderly Rover Boy, a 
combination of athletic coach, psy- 
chiatrist and dispenser of hot dogs 
at picnics. One might readily con- 
clude that the: policeman is a frus- 
trated person who is only partially 
and vaguely concerned with law en- 
forcement, and who is secretly in 
the process of becoming a social 
worker—in preparation for the day

With a Grain of Salt 


A witness testifying before the 
Senate Rackets Committee said that 
he had been called, during one of 
the more heated passages of the 
Kohler strike, “a dirty, filthy, scummy 
seab.” One of the investigating Sen- 
ators went into a state of shock. He 
seemed to be appalled that such 
“vile language” could be aired in a 
civilized nation. 

What a vast gulf yawns between 
theory and practice! I never get 
through the day without hearing 
someone, and it may be someone who 
looks every inch the gentleman, 
utter a rough phrase or two. And 
yet it is one of the persistent con- 
ventions of this virile land of ours 


when evil will have been completely 
eliminated and earth will be a me- 
tallic paradise studded with juke 
boxes and parallel bars. 

There is something unreal, in 
short, about a policeman posing as 
a smiling, perambulating friend of 
one and all, reluctant to serve a 
summons but ever eager to organize 
another table-tennis team or collect 
furniture for a new teen-age center. 

Certainly there are deep underly- 
ing causes for the alarming increase 
of youthful violence. It is cowardice 
for today’s adults to write off to- 
day’s youngsters as congenitally bad, 
or to blame slums or lack of recrea- 
tional areas for the current wave of 
youthful plug-ugliness. Nor can we 
with any justification take the posi- 
tion that juvenile violence is a novel 
and hitherto unknown fungus which 
has no roots or ancestry. Moral de- 
cay doesn’t happen all of a sudden, 
nor does good flourish only in com- 
fortable ranch-house neighborhoods. 

But, if, despite our best efforts, we 
have been unable to pinpoint ac- 
curately all the causes of today’s 
youthful violence, perhaps we can 
improve our handling of its manifes- 
tations. 

If we don’t know exactly what 
inner urges prompted young Joe to 
slug young Gus with a baseball bat, 
we should at least have at our serv- 
ice those who will see that young 
Joe’s bat-slugging is stopped and, by 
their techniques and attitudes, will 
discourage other lads from taking 
up bat-slugging. 

To those who say that the police- 
man must put his shoulder to the 
wheel and try in every way to pre- 
vent crime, the answer is obvious: 
of course he must as a person, as a 
father or brother or neighbor or 
friend. This is the duty of every 
decent citizen, regardless of his oc- 
cupation. 

But the policeman’s official crime- 
prevention activities must be those 
that stem naturally from his true 
function—issuing a warning, for ex- 
ample, to those who are truly ig- 
norant of the possible results of 
their minor wrongdoing, that they 
are heading for unpleasantness; or, 
by a forceful assertion of his author- 
ity, breaking up a trouble-breeding 


situation before it explodes from the 
incipient into the actual. 

He can do this, be he rookie pa- 
trolman or police chief, by reminding 
the fresh or overly aggressive kid 
of the existence of such uncomfort- 
able matters as arrest and fines and 
probation and jails. 


The policeman must never lose 
sight of the fact that his value be- 
comes enormously lessened once he 
becomes even partially identified in 
the youthful mind as a public official 
who has a reluctance to punish and 
who wishes he were anything but a 
law-enforcement agent. We need 


fewer policemen like those in one 
city who half-heartedly tried to dis- 


pel a mob while mumbling: “We 
don’t like doing this—but it’s a 
living.” 

We can present the concept of 
justice—as it appears in its working 
clothes—in the uniformed policeman. 
We can strip the policeman of the 
“good old pal” and “buddy” accre- 
tions of the past two decades and 
present him uncluttered and identi- 
fiable. We can revise at least one 
page of our kindergarten spelling 
books, putting there a new picture 
of a serious—and not a grinning— 
policeman. 


And let this be the caption: “P” 
is for “Policeman”: he stands for 
law and order; and he is in your 
neighborhood, not to be your buddy 
or pal, but to see to it that your 
neighborhood is a safe place for you 
and your family and your friends— 
ow your buddies and your 
pals.

ning with ‘H’ but it wasn't “Heck.”

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Decide for Yourself; 
Interesting New Items 
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By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


HOW ABOUT IT—do you 
plan your meals beforehand 
and take a marketing list along 
to the store? Or do you “ad 
lib,” making up your menus 
on impulse after you get into 
your favorite market? 

ere’s a report which re- 
cently came to our desk from 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which we 
thought you might find inter- 
esting. It is based upon a 
study on consumer food buy- 
ing made by the Indiana Ex- 
periment Station. 

“Time was when good house- 
hold management called for 

lanning menus ahead and hav- 
ng a carefully written shop- 
ping list before going to mar- 
ket. Modern Supermarkets have 
changed much of this. Much 
merchandising is aimed at im- 
pulse buying, and shoppers de- 
cide in the store how to select 
among a wide variety of items, 
new products, new packages 
and specials. What's more, 
shoppers in these markets 
must decide on their own in- 
stead of consulting the grocer 
or butcher as they once did,” 
states the report. 

“Less than half the coun- 
try’s homemakers make any 
definite meal plans in advance, 
the Indiana researchers esti- 
mate from a revtew of many 
surveys. Of the Indiana home- 
makers questioned in three 
cities as to tkeir plans for din- 
ner, the following day, only 
four out of 10 had definite 
plans; one out of 10 had a 
‘vague idea’: five out of 10 had 
no plans at all. Homemakers 
in many surveys said they de- 
cided what to serve just before 
the medals,” the report con- 
tinues. 

“As for a shopping list, more 
than eight. out of 10 Indiana 
homemakers said they believed 
a ‘good homemaker’ would use 
a prepared list most of the 
time, especially to ‘help re- 
member what:is needed.’ How- 
ever, many homemakers who 
believ& in having a list still 
shop without one. Surveys in- 
dicate that homemakers with 
higher incomes are most like- 
ly to use shopping lists, and 
those who shop with no plans 
are most receptive to food pro- 
motions. 

“Research results show that 
the amount of ‘irépulse’ buying 
varies widelyY. From 18 to 86 
per cent of the total pur- 
chases have been reported by 
homemakers as being the 
results of decisions made at the 
store. Meat was one of the 
food items reported as most 
often selected at the store, 
rather than planned for at 
home,” the survey found. 

“Homemakers may conclude 
that a basic but flexible shop- 
ping list may be most helpful, 
and that in-store inspection al- 
ways pays and often gives them 
new meal ideas.”

Well, where do you fit into 
the picture? Do you use a 
marketing list, or not? Or are 
you among the many who be- 
lieve that a “good homemaker” 
would use one, but just don’t 
get around to it? 

Personally, we believe that 
the final paragraph of the re- 
port contains the wise solution 
—a basic but flexible shopping 
list IS most helpful, in our 
opinion, and we further agree 
that in-store inspection always 
pays and often gives new meal 
ideas. 

Basic but flexible—in our 
book, that would mean that 
vou know quite well what you 
want, but leave the final choice 
to store comparison. For in- 
stance, you might want beef, 
but wait until you see how the 
various cuts look before mak- 
ing a decision. Or you might 
want salad vegetables, and wait 
until you check on the lettuce, 
cabbage and endive to see 
which looks freshest. 

But we stoutly maintain that 
those women who shop entirely 
by impulse will find their food 
bills much higher than those 
who do a little advance plan- 
ning. Chances are that they 
don’t do nearly as good a job 
of using those leftovers that ac- 
cumulate in the refrigerator. 

And we further maintain that 
women who fail to plan ahead 
can't do as good a job of serv- 
ing their families really well- 
balanced meals. 

Another thing—your memory 
may be better than ours, but 
without a list how do you keep 
from forgetting all of those 
little items — salt, matches, 
toothpaste. 

We will agree whole-hearted- 
ly with the flexibility of the 
list—but if you haven't ac- 
quired the habit of making out 
some sort of a shopping list 
won't you give it a try and see 
if you don’t save money, and 
also serve better meals?

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Don’t Underestimate the Humble Bean 


DRIED OR FRESH, “full of beans,” means “full of flavor.” 
And don’t underestimate the humble bean; its beginnings can 


be ‘traced back to antiquity. 
the Egyptians eating beans and 


The dawn of civilization found 


as the light spread, so did the 


bean which found its way into the pantries of ancient Greece 


and Rome.

The addition of monosodium 
glutamate brings these natural 
flavors to their peak .. . three- 
quarters of a teaspoon added 
to every four servings before 
cooking. It weaves a special 
spell with dried beans. They're 
often combined in casseroles 
with meat (ground beef, and 
pork are favorites) which take 
to the “magic white crystals” 
as well as vegetables do.

NEW DELHI, March 27— 
The Communist government of 
the south Indian state of Kera- 
la has begun to attract the | 
funds of big Indian indus- | 
trialists. 

G. D. Birla, head of one of 
India’s biggest industrial em- 
pires. has agreed to establish | 
a $12,000,000 rayon pulp fac- 
tory in Kerala. Birla, a power 
in Indian polities as well as_ 
industry, will visit the United 
States this spring to try to get 
United States credits for the 
Kerala plant and other enter- 
prises. 

For political reasons the’ 
Communists made a strong bid 
to get Biria money into their 
state. Chief Minister E. M. S. 
Namboodiripad, one of India’s 
leading Communists, told Birla 
that despite the fact Birla has 
been one of the Communists’ 
favorite targets, he was more 
than welcome in Kerala. The 
state gave Birla an agreement 
promising he would not be 
subjected to new taxes and | 
would not have to worry much 
about labor troubles. 

Significance of Deal. 

The significance of the deal 
is more political than indus- | 
trial. 

Before the Communists took | 


| 


over Kerala last April they had | | 
promised voters to cut into the | 
states’ staggering unemploy- | 
ment problem by bringing in| 
new industries. 

It was learned Birla’s move 
had been approved by India’s 
central government. There was 
consideration of an obvious 
political drawback: helping 
Kerala now might increase the 
strength of the Communists 
and cut some ground from’ 
under the opposition’s charge 
that the state government had 
failed to live up to its major 
promises. 

But Birla, who has been one 
of the main financial sup- | 
porters of Prime Minister 
Nehru’s Congress party, takes 
the view that the Communists’ 
chief strength throughout In- 
dia is the country’s dismal 
economic situation. He be- 
lieves the best course of the 
anti-Communists is to try to 
increase production and em- 
ployment.

) Bernstein Makes 
Opera a Delight 


NEW YORK, March 27. 


WITH THE CONSIDERABLE ASSISTANCE of Richard 
Wagner and Giacomo Puccini, Leonard Bernstein contrib- 
uted one of the most memorable television programs of 
the year Sunday on “Omnibus.” Bernstein, who has previ- 
ously delighted a vast 
audience with his essays 
on Beethoven, musical 
comedy, Bach, modern 
music, and jazz, this time 
tackled opera and by 
shrewdly selecting the 
most popular, the most 
widely known, the most 
unabashedly emotional 
passages, he managed to 
reduce me (and probably 
millions of others) to a 
quivering jelly. 

It was quite an hour- 
and-a-half. Bernstein, 
pounding the keyboard 
of a piano, conducting 
the Metropolitan Orches- 
tra, explaining, whee- 
dling, singing, acting, 
seemed to enjoy himself 
hugely and to carry his 
audience right along with 
him, Right at the outset 
Alistair Cooke declared winningly: “If you don’t like 
opera, you're in distinguished company”—and named Lord 
Chesterfield, Charles Lamb and Mark Twain as among 
those who couldn't abide it. 


LEONARD BERNSTEIN ...A 
NATIONAL ASSET. 


However, if anyone can win over the un- 
believers, it’s Leonard Bernstein who has the 
exuberant enthusiasm that marks all great teachers. 
“What makes opera grand?” asked Bernstein and 
he spent the hour-and-a-half answering his own 
question. In the first place, he pointed out that 
music was both more powerful and more direct 
than simple language. “What more direct way is 
there for a tenor to say ‘I Love You’ than to step 
to the foolights and sing it,” said Bernstein. 


To drive home the point, Ramon Vinay and Martha 
Moedl: sang the most thrilling of all love duets from 
“Tristan und Isolde.” “That's about as passionate as you 
can get within the limits of decency,” commented Bern- 
stein. To elaborate his thesis that emotion expanded to 
outsize proportions when told in music, Berstein, assisted 
by some Metropolitan singers, demonstrated jealousy set 
to music from the last act of “Carmen,” hope from the 
last act of “Faust,” despair from the end of the clock 
scene of “Boris Goudonov.” 


“OPERA IS BIG—bigger than spoken drama, bigger 
than life,” commented Bernstein in introducing his main 
act of the afternoon. This was the entire third act of 
“La Boheme.” First, scene by scene, it was acted in 
English; then, to demonstrate how much more piercingly 
emotional, it was sung. Nothing could have rammed home 
his message more thoroughly than Puccini's glorious and 
magically dramatic music. The uninitiated, whe were 
transformed into opera-goers by the combined eloquence 
of Puccini and Bernstein, ought to be warned that opera 
is not always that easy or that good or that magical. 


Besides knitting all this together, Bernstein 
wrote all his own stuff as usual in what I’ve 
come to think of as the Bernstein style which is 
a mixture of sugar and vinegar, but with much 
more of the first than the second. He speaks of 
the “cold hollow music” which opens the third 
act of “Boheme,”—“the cold empty fifths Puccini 
rains like snowflakes all over the stage” in order 
to suggest cold and approaching death. 


Much of what he said in summation about opera 
could be said about himself: “All that we have seen today 
adds up to one thing—innocence. It's naive. It assatilts 
you in a physical wave. ... When we come out of it we 
are enriched and ennobled.” 


THAT WAS THE SORT of program it was—enrich- 
ing and ennobling and, musically, quite naive. This is the 
sort of teaching that I had visions of television doing in 
all the arts and sciences. One great teacher, bursting with 
vitality and personality and information, could spread his 
culture all over the country, assaulting you in a physical 
wave to such degree that a short course in opera sticks 
in a million or so craniums forevermore. It's quite a feat 
if you can bring it off and Bernstein can and does. Virtu- 
ally no one else does. He's a national asset, that young 
man, and one we should treasure.

Crisis in Education

NEW YORK, March 27. 
RECENT NEWS REPORTS have emphasized the fact 
that we have a real crisis in education in this country. 
Harold Taylor told a large group of people in rather 
blunt terms, I thought, that we are not giving our young 
people the opportunity to develop into the scientists, educa- 
tors and engineers that we will need when they grow up. 


This is no time, it seems to me, not to give 
financial support to any really good educational in- 
stitution and the financial support must come from 
foundations and individuals. 


On Monday James Case had lunch with me and told me 
of the effort that Bard college, my close neighbor on the 
Hudson river, is making to pull itself out of its ever-re- 
curring financial instability. 


For 98 years this college has managed to exist because 
of a devoted faculty, students and segments of the public 
who in each crisis found a way to meet the college's needs. 
It is now at long last a genuinely independent institution. 
When it became a completely free and independent col- 
lege, it was without endowment, without working capital 
and had to begin from scratch. Its assets, however, were 
“a startlingly effective faculty, a conviction that education 
involves individuals rather than units, an intellectually dedi- 
cated academic community, proven success in graduating 
students on whom liberal education has made a permanent 
mark, a magnificent setting in the mid-Hudson valley and 

a plant with an insured value of $3,000,000 (the replace- 
. ment values of the plant today would be more than 
$5,000,000), an overwhelming courage and will to live.” 
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‘You Can't Beat Goodness Into a Child’ 


So Says New York Ex-Justice, Who Urges Treating Causes, Not Symptoms, of Delinquency

THE UNITED STATES has 
not reduced the number of 
murders by sending men and 
women to the electric chair or 
gas chamber. And our prison 
population is “larger and faster- 
growing than that of any other 
country similarly situated.” 

So says Hubert T. Delany, 
North Carolina-born Negro 
who, as a former justice of 
New York City’s Domestic Re- 
lations Court, learned long ago 
that “you can’t beat badness 
out of a human being or good- 
ness into him.” 

“We aren't even trying to 
learn how to handle the prob- 
lem,” he said. “When a man 
goes to an American. prison, he 
might as well be dead. When 
he comes out, there’s nothing 
for him to do except lead a 
life of crime. Society won’t ac- 
cept him.” 

Now a practicing lawyer in 
New York, Delany in still con- 
cerned with getting and keep- 
ing his fellow human beings on 
the right behavior track It 
was this concern which brought 
him to St. Louis last week to 
report to the American Jewish 
Congress. In 1957 he went to 
Israel as a consultant to the 
Minister of Justice on questions 
of juvenile delinquency and 
children’s courts. 


In that 10-year-old nation 
with its ancient heritage, he 
said he found far more pro- 
gressive attitudes toward ju- 
venile delinquency and its na- 
tural outgrowth, serious crime, 
than in the United States. 

“Here, we keep trying to 
find a scapegoat for juvenile 
crime—radio, television, any- 
thing to blame it on. And yet 
delinquency existed long be- 
fore radio or television. 


“They told me I probably 
wouldn’t find much delinquen- 
cy in Israel, but *o tell the 
truth, I found it in about the 
same proportion as in the 
United States. And that isn’t 
surprising when you realize 
that some of these parents in 
Israel naturally will be frus- 
trated and anxious. That frus- 
tration and that anxiety will 
be reflected in their children’s 
behavior. 


“But the important thing 
is that their attitude is dif- 
ferent. They know that the 
symptoms of delinquency 
prove that something is wrong 
in the life of a child. Then 
they try to find out what is 
wrong and do something 
about it. 


“You don’t treat a fever. 
You find the virus that 
causes the fever and treat 
that. Here in America, we 
forget that love begets love 
and hostility begets hostility.”

Loose Screws 


LOTS OF THINGS around 
the house are held together 
by wood screws and when one 
or more of these scréws be- 
comes loose, you can expect to 
have doors that stick, furni- 
ture that shakes and things 
that are just plain loose. 

If the hole in the wood 
where the screw fits has not 
become enlarged, it’s often pos- 
sible to remedy matters simply 
by tightening the screw with 
a screwdriver. 

If the hole has become en- 
larged, however, this isn’t go- 
ing to work. One easy way to 
fix matters is to reposition the 
screw so that it can be driven 
into fresh solid wood. 

If this isn’t possible, try re- 
playing the screw with one 
somewhat longer and of a 
somewhat larger diameter than 
the old one. Unless the hole 
has been enlarged a great deal, 
this will usually do the trick. 
If it fails, you must then plug 
the hole and reset the screw 
in the plug. 

ONE WAY to do this is to 
drill out the hole so that it’s 
big enough to take a piece of 
wood dowel. Cut the dowel to 
the correct length and coat it 
with glue. Set it in the hole 
so. that it comes flush with the 
wood surface and when the 
glue is dry, drill a pilot hole 
into it and then reset the 
screw. You'll find this is a good 
method for heavy duty jobs 
such as door hinge screws. 

Screws are often set into 
masonry with no anchoring de- 
vice and after a time they be- 
come loose. The remedy here 
is to remove the screw, drill 
out the hole and put in a fiber 
plug. The screw is then reset 
and as it goes into the plug it 
expands it thus anchoring plug 
and screw to the masonry.

of dollars on their care in 
these institutions which 
should have been spent for 
preventive work. 
“Prevention is not only 
more humane. It’s cheaper.” 


Delany called for “sufficient 
funds for schools to enable 
them to detect symptoms of de- 
linquency, funds for more child 
guidance centers and workers, 
more psychiatric clinics and 
workers. 

“In New York, we sometimes 
had to wait four to six months 
before a disturbed child could 
be placed in an institution— 
and by that time he had be- 
come delinquent. 

“He must have more foster 
homes, and we must pay 
enough to attract good foster 
_parents for temporary home 


care. To my way of thinking, 
a half-good home is better for 
a child than the best institu- 
tion. ' 

“But we must have institu- 
tions for the hurt and disturbed 
where they can receive long- 
term care. This should be on 
the cottage plan, not a congre- 
gate shelter. 

“And all who are under our 
care must be given therapeutic 
work which is attractive to 
them. When they get out, 
there must be a place in so- 
ciety for them.” 


This has been the guiding 
philosophy of the Jewish 
community in the United 
States, he said, with the re- 
sult that of the total num- 
ber of delinquents in New 
York, only 5 per cent are 
from Jewish homes. 


“It isn’t that a Jewish child 
is any better than one from a 
Protestant or Catholic back- 
ground,” he said. “But the 
Jewish people spend more 
money to combat the problem. 
They were among the first to 
advocate psychiatric help for 
disturbed children, They were 
among the first to provide fos- 
ter home care. They have al- 
ways refused to give up on a 
child. 

“When I was on the bench, 
volunteer Jewish women would 
come into court and follow ev- 
ery step of a childs care. And 
they had a place for him. It 
wasn’t a matter of having to 
wait to ge\him into a home or

Penicillin Reactions 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have heard a lot lately about 
the danger of penicillin reactions. Are they as common 
as people say they are? MR. W. C. 

Answer: Writing in Annals of Allergy Dr. Gustavus A. 
Peters and his associates made some important points. 
No antibiotic should be prescribed unless- there was a 
definite indication for its use. If possible, drugs other 
than penicillin should be substituted. As a general rule, 
penicillin should not be prescribed for an individual 
who has previously reacted badly to it. 


In medicine, as in other spheres of life, it is 
not unusual to take advantage of a “good thing.” 
We doctors know that penicillin is a life saver; 
a boon to mankind. So we have had a tendency 
lately to overprescribe it. By that I mean that 
many of us have got into the habit of giving 
“shots” of penicillin for many ailments in which 
its action is questionable. For example, in Colds. 
Yet, it is agreed that penicillin is ineffectual in 
curing the common cold. But patients come in 
asking for a “shot.” 


That is where the danger arises. The patient gets his 
penicillin for a cold which it cannot help and he has no 
untoward reaction from it. A month or a year later he 
has a severe infection like pneumonia that penicillin 
will help. The doctor gives him penicillin and within 
hours or days he breaks out with a severe rash—or some- 
thing worse. (The original unnecessary injection has 
sensitized him to penicillin.) 

Skin tests for sensitivity are useful—but they do not 
always work. In my experience, penicillin is harmless 
if handled like dynamite. Respect its abilities and po- 
tential shortcomings. In other words: handle with care.

Would it be proper for me to pay for 
the evening's entertainment on occasion without offending 
him? 

Answer: It would certainly be proper, on 
eceasion, for you to tell him that you have tickets 
for this or that and ask him to go with you. But 
it would be very embarrassing te him should you 
go to the box office and pay out money in his 
presence.

THE HIGH PRIESTS were 
in a dilemma, and _ their 
only consolation was that Pon- 
tius Pilate was in an even 
worse one. He had refused to 
dispose of Jesus’ case, and had 
sent it to Herod, the King of 
the Galileans. Now the case 
was coming back to his door- 
step and he would be forced to 
judge, one way or another. 


On the way back to Fortress 
Antonia the priests discussed 
the best way of handling the 
Procurator. The ranking Sad- 
ducees agreed that Pilate would 
not be persuaded to confirm 
Jesus’ sentence by any elo- 
quence on their part. Perhaps 
the answer was to stage a vio- 
lent demonstration of public 
opinion. If Pilate thought that, 
by making the case bigger than 
it really was, he was embar- 
rassing the high priests, they 
in turn could make it outland- 
ishly bigger by instructing their 
crowd to scream for the blood 
of Jesus. 


Pilate, they were quite sure, 
would hardly dare to defy pub- 
lic opinion in an internal affair 
which was in reality a small 
one. So the word was passed 
from mouth to mouth to wait 
for signals from the high priests 
and then to demand the death 
of the prisoner as loudly as 
possible. 


The party arrived under the 
double arch of the fortress and 
word was sent in to the Roman 
Governor that Herod had inter- 
viewed the prisoner and had 
found in Him no crime against 
Galilee. In a few moments, 
Pilate came out with his men 
and again sat in the curule 
chair. The graying, cantanker- 
ous little man was about to 
speak when he noticed the 
prisoner. He realized at once 
that Herod had made a spuri- 
ous king of Jesus, and had 
mocked Him by returning Him 
with a red robe. The Procura- 
tor interpreted this as meaning 
that, to Herod, Jesus was com- 
ical. A clown among kings. 


“You brought this Man be- 
fore my tribunal,” Pontius Pi- 
late said loudly, ‘“‘on the ground 
that He incited the nation to 
revolt. In your presence I con- 
ducted this hearing, but de- 
tected no guilt in Him regard- 
ing the charges you preferred 
against Him.” 


The people listened, but 
they were already muttering. 
“Nor did Herod either!” the 
Procurator shouted, and then, 
subsiding, said: “ ‘For he re- 
ferred his case back to us. 
This, then, is the verdict: He 
has done nothing to deserve 
the penalty of death.” The 
crowd, on signal, began to 
cry for vengeance. “Accord- 
ingly,” shrilled Pilate, “I will 
discipline Him, and then set 
Him free.” 


He stood, having pronounced 
a second’ verdict. But the bed- 
lam of venom from the crowd 
was so shattering that, for an 
instant, Pontius Pilate lost his 
poise and became a frightened 
man, Out of the roar of sound, 
Pilate heard snatches of words, 
parts of phrases, and became 
aware that some were asking a 
Passover pardon for a prisoner 
named Bar-Abbas.

ception of the Feast of the 
Passover. Pilate had forgotten 
about it. The people who were 
asking for freedom for Bar- 
Abbas were not the same peo- 
ple who had come with the 
high priests. 

These were political friends 
of the man now in the dun- 
geon below Antonia—a rebel 
and a murderer. He was sched- 
uled to die that day, along with 
two thieves. 

Pilate decided to use the 
Passover pardon to close the 
case against Jesus. He would 
give the people their choice of 
freeing Bar-Abbas, a knuwn 
murderer, or Jesus, a Man of 
obvious gentleness. Pilate was 
certain that they would choose 
to free Jesus. 


The Governor was naive 
More than that he was incon- 
sistent. First, he had acquitted 
the prisoner from the curule 
chair, which made the acquittal 
official; then, confused by the 
tumult of the high priests and 
the people, he had permitted 
himself to send Jesus to a 
Jewish King to be judged ac- 
cording to Jewish law. 

This, in effect had canceled 
the first verdict, or at least 
had thrown it into doubt. Next, 
to appease the Sanhedrinists, 
Pontius Pilate had offered to 
have Jesus  “disciplined’’ — 
scourged. Now, still tempor- 
izing, he proposed to give them 
a choice of the murderer or 
the Teacher. 

The Roman turned back to 
the people. He held both hands 
high for quiet, and then he 
said: “Which do you want me 
to release as your choice, Bar-

siah?’’"—a fatal question to a 
crowd composed only of ene- 
mies of Jesus and friends of 
Bar-Abbas.

The high 
priests did not have to prompt 
the people this time. 


Pilate was shocked. “Then 
what am I to do with Jesus, 
called the Messiah?” he said

The people, not having been 
told what crime was involved, 
shouted again: “Crucify Him!”

Roman scourging was 
called the “halfway death” 
because it was supposed to 
stop this side of death. It 
was a great deal more severe 
than Hebrew scourgineg, 
which was known as the “in- 
termediate death.” The cus- 
tom in Palestine was to ad- 
minister to the prisoner 
“forty stripes save one.” It 
was done by a paid execu- 
tioner, who, armed with a 
long supple rod, beat the 
prisoner 13 times on each 
subsiding, said: “For he re- 
the loins. The prisoner sel- 
dom died but, although in 
time the scars might fade, 
the shame and humiliation 
seldom did.

The scourging of Rome was 
more deadly.

garrison approached and, out 
of curiosity, bent down to see 
the face of the victim.

It began .as a 
pulsing thing, dull and en- 
ervating and it worked up 


until the entire body 
screamed with agony. 
It was the custom after 


scourging for the soldiers at 
the fortress to play pranks on 
the prisoner.

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West opened the king-ace of 
spades, East discarding a club, 
and continued a third spade 
for East to ruff. East led a 
diamond and declarer drew 
trumps in three rounds, East 
discarding another club. This 
was the situation:

WE'RE ALL IN FAVOR of 
the international influences 
which have been affecting the 
provincialism of American eat- 
ing habits these past few years, 
but the thing can be overdone. 
For instance, we heard about a 
restaurant the other day which 
specializes in Oriental food. 
But before he eats the patron 
must put on a kimono and sit 
on the floor. 

There is no doubt this is 
conducive om =. the 

roper mood whic ap- 
; te Chinese food. It’s 
also conducive to cramps in the 
legs. It makes you wonder 
what’s coming next. 


In fact, I got to wondering 
this the other night when I sat 
down in one of St. Louis’s bet- 
ter dining rooms and discov- 
ered they were off on a curry 
jag. They offered, with more 
pride than a bride with her 
first cake, a half dozen differ- 
ent kinds of curry. I was glad 
I didn’t have to take off my 
shoes, sit on a Turkish carpet, 
and eat with my fingers. 


The curry, as it turned out, 
was good, for what Americans 
call curry. Just as the stuff 
called chop suey is a source of 
surprise and amusement to the 
native Chinese, the somewhat 
gummy concoction often served 
up in this country as curry 


‘would send any native of India 


right back to the homeland. 

Most Americans think that 
by adding a little of the stuff 
called curry powder to a stew, 
they have made a curry. The 
basic error, as any Indian could 
tell you, is in the seasoning 
called curry powder. To be- 
gin with, there isn’t any such 
thing, at least not in India 
where curry originated. 


There are dozens of differ- 
ent curries, and each is made 
with its own combination of 
seasonings, and each with the 
seasonings in different propor- 
tions. 


The typical curry flavor 
comes from a combination of 
turmeric and coriander, varied 
at times with cinnamon, cum- 
min, cayenne, ginger, carda- 
mon and a number of others. 
Since various curries call for 
different combinations in vary- 
ing proportions, an all-purpose, 
revolving curry powder makes 
about as much sense as an all- 
purpose combination of the 
spices on your kitchen shelf. 


WHOLE BOOKS have been 
written on the subject of In- 
dian cookery, but the main 
point is that Indian cooking is 
not just curry, and curry, like 
all cooking, depends on a per- 
sonal measure of spices. As a

matter of fact, a good curry is 
not a complicated thing to 
make, provided you have the 
spices. If you would like to 
have a go at it, provide your- 
self with turmeric, coriander, 
cummin, fresh green ginger, 
dry ground ginger, cardamon 
and mustard seed. You proba- 
bly have cloves and cinnamon. 
All curries should be served 
with plenty of rice. 


HERE, THEN, is a sort of 
basic curry. Try this and if 
you like it, go on from there. 

Brown two, thinly - sliced, 


small onions in two tablespoons 
of butter until they are pale 
gold. Add a pound of diced 
leg, or shoulder, of lamb.- Add 
also three-fourths of a table- 
spoon of coriander, one-fourth 
of a tablespoon of turmeric 
and three crushed peppercorns. 
Brown the meat over a hot 
flame, turning it all the time. 
After 10 minutes of frying, add 
a quart and a half of water and 
salt to taste. Bring it to a boil 
and then let it cook gently, 
covered, until the meat is ten- 
der. Uncover it then and let 
it simmer very gently for 10

HERE IS something a little 
fancier in the way of a curry 
which calls for turmeric but 
no coriander. On the other 
hand it uses cardamon seeds 
and garlic. Like this: 

Cut two pounds of lamb or 
veal into small pieces and wash 
and simmer them in water for 
15 minutes. Drain and cool 
the meat, but save the liquid. 
Melt a tablespoon of butter. 
Slice two onions, add to them 
a clove of garlic and a teaspoon 
of salt and pound them to a 
pulp. Add this to the melted 
butter and blend it. Then add 
the meat and cook it until it’s 
lightly browned. 

In another skillet, put a 
tablespoon of butter. Add to it 
six cardamon seeds and 12 
cloves. Gently heat them until 
they sizzle. Then put the meat 
in. Put a lid on and give it 
a shake. 

While it simmers, grind three 
fourths of a pound of blanched 
almonds and mix them with a 
cup and a half of cream and 
a quart of milk. Strain this 
through a coarse cloth into the 
meat. Put the lid on again, 
raise the heat and shake the 
skillet to blend everything to- 
gether. Then take the lid off 
and bring the works to a boil 
three times, stirring often. 

Finally, add a teaspoon of 
turmeric, six peppercorns, and 
the liquid in which the meat 
was first boiled. Let it all sim- 
mer until the liquid is reduced 
by half and serve it up. 

Just where the name curry 
came from is hard to deter- 
mine. It is said to have come 
from the Tamil word, Kari, 
meaning sauce. It is also said 
to come from the Hindustani, 
turearri, shortened colloquial- 
ly to turri and pronounced. by 
the British who brought it back 
from India, curry.

Uncle Ray's Column

MANY PLANTS have &spe- 
clal ways of protecting them- 
selves. They are armed against 
enemies which might destroy 


. their race. 


Take a rose plant, for exam- 
ple. It produces beautiful flow- 
ers, but along the stems are 


thorns. Unless people are care- 
ful when they handle roses, 
they are likely to he pricked 


in the same way, many 
other kinds of plants have 
thorns or prickles. Care must 
be taken when a person picks 
gooseberries or raspberries. 
The prickly ash has thorns 
which say, “Better stay away!” 
Much the same warning is de- 
livered by several other trees, 
including hawthorns and honey 
locusts. 
As you may guess, the thorns 


or prickles guard plants 


against animals which might 
be tempted to eat the leaves 
or berries. When a grazing 
animal finds that a bite may 
mean a hurt tongue, it is likely 
to go somewhere else for food 
This is true of giraffes (which 
must watch out for thorns in 


| trees of Africa) as well as of 


cows and other animals which 
graze at lower levels.

There are low 
which branch out at 
ground level, and which may 
be hard to see. 

Some plants play tricks on 
animals, in a way of speak- 
ing. They produce seeds with 
sharp points around them. 
A good example of this is 
the grapple plant of South 
Africa. 

The barbed grapple seeds 
often become fastened in an 

animal's furry coat. They may 
be carried for miles before 
they are dropped off, or rubbed 
off—where they may take root 
in a new area.
